Gentner  opposes  flood  plan

A  recently-inaugurated  federal 
flood  insurance  program  could  econo- 
mically prohibit  further  development 
and  require  remodeling  of  many 
buildings  in  the  northern  portion  of 
Fort  Wayne,  according  to  one  city 
official. 

The  Federal  Insurance  Adminis- 
tration (FIA)  of  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development 
(HUD)  has  taken  the  first  steps 
toward  forcing  touch  new  restrictions 
on  construction  in  flood-prone  areas 
including  Fort  Wayne,  explained 
William  Gentner,  Urban  Affairs 
Coordinator. 

Gentner  said  the  new  law  will  force 
property  owners  in  most  of  northern 
Fort  Wayne  to  buy  federal  flood 
insurance  and  remodel  their  existing 
structures.  Remodeling  to  flood-proof 
standards  would  protect  all  business 
establishments  and  personal  res- 
idences against  the  type  of  flood  that 
the  city  experienced  in  1913,  he  said. 
Existing  sewer,  water  and  electric 
lines  will  also  have  to  be  flood- 
proofed. 

Gentner  said  unless  the  com- 
munity adopts  such  flood  control 
ordinances,  all  banks  and  lending 
institutions  here  will  be  prohibited 
from  financing  the  construction  or 
acquisition   of  structures    in    flood- 


out  of  billions  of  dollars  to  help 
victims  of  the  costly  series  of  storms 
and  hurricanes  from  August,  1969,  to 
June  of  1972. 

Hurricane  Agnes,  the  last  of  the 
storm  series,  cost  the  federal  govern- 
ment more  than  $2  billion.  Total 
outlays  for  loans  and  grants  to  flood 
victims  over  the  past  five  years  have 
exceeded  $4.5  bilJion,  Gentner  said. 

After  a  community  is  notified  it  is 
flood-prone  the  next  step  is  the 
adoption  by  the  FIA  of  a  flood-hazard 
boundary  map  for  the  community. 
Then  the  community  is  required  to 
begin  passing  housing  and  building 
construction  ordinances  governing 
the  areas  designated  as  flood-prone. 

To  help  with  the  job  of  turning  out 
the  needed  maps,  Gentner  said  the

FIA  has  contracted  the  services  of  the 
Army  Corps  of  Engineers,  the  U.S. 
Geological  Survey  and  others.  Fort 
Wayne  has  such  maps,  he  said. 

Flood-prone  areas  in  the  city 
include  all  of  the  area  engulfed  by  the 
1913  flood  and  most  of  the  northern 
part  of  the  city,  Gentner  said. 

Gentner  explained  the  time  basis 
of  the  Corps  of  Engineering  studies. 
It  indicates  that  a  flood-prone  area 
consists  of  an  area  that  could  be 
statistically  flooded  once  every  100 
years  such  as  the  flood  of  1913. 

He  further  stated  this  would 
include  areas  that  could  flood  from 
the  most  severe  combination  of 
metereological  and  hydrological  con- 
ditions that  the  Army  Corps  of 
Engineers  consider  reasonably  char- 
f  the  geographical  region 


what  the  1913  flood  engulfed. 

Indiana-Purdue  campus  and  Can- 
terbury Green  Apartments  would  fall 
into  this  area. 

Gentner  said  federally-financed 
flood  insurance  would  cost  the 
homeowner  $50  per  year  to  cover  the 
first  $3,500.  For  any  value  above  this, 
the  homeowner  would  have  to  buy 
additional  flood  insurance  from  a 
private  insurance  company. 

"In  the  long  run,  "Gentner 
concluded,  "the  effect  of  this  new  law 
would  eventually  create  vast  green 
belts  in  Fort  Wayne  which  would 
practically   wipe   out   the    city." 


Lebamoff  new  Demo  county 
chairman;  blasts  Beers

"There  is  not  as  much  ethically 
wrong  about  my  being  mayor  and 
county  chairman  as  there  is  about  the 
Republican  county  chairman  getting 
State  legislation  passed  so  his  law 
firm  can  get  a  bond  issue." 

Mayor  Ivan  A.  Lebamoff  leveled 
that  charge  at  Republican  County 
Chairman  Orvas  E.  Beers  immediate- 
ly after  Lebamoff  was  elected  without 
opposition  as  Democratic  County 
Chairman  last  Saturday. 

Lebamoff  said  that  Beers'  law 
firm  stands  to  get  a  $500,000  bond 
issue  if  the  Genera!  Assembly  adopts 
legislation  establishing  a  regional 
airport  authority. 

"The  newspaper  which  will 
attack  me  most  for  this  is  working 
with  the  legislature  to  take  our  airport 
away  from  us,"  said  the  mayor, 
referring  to  a  Fort  Wayne  News-Sent- 
inel editorial  stance  in  favor  of  a 
regional  airport  authority. 

Lebamoff  said  he  expects  criti- 
cism from  his  opponents  regarding 
his  holding  of  both  the  mayor  and 
county  chairman  posts.  He  repeated 
that  he  sees  nothing  unethical  about 
holding  both  positions. 

The  mayor  promised  during  his 


1971  campaign  that  he  would  resign  as 
county  chairman  should  he  be  elected 
mayor.  He  was  elected  and  did  resign, 
but  since  that  time  the  Democrats 
have  been  through  two  chairmen, 
Charles  Belch  and  Nat  Sheray. 

Lebamoff  said  he  had  no  qualms 
about  replacing  Sheray,  who  resigned 
because  of  business  pressures.  Sher- 
any  endorsed  the  mayor  for  the 
county  chairman's  post,  saying  that 
Lebamoff  pulled  the  part  "out  of  the 
depths  of  degradation  and  made  it 
into  a  real  political  power  structure." 

Sheray  said  that  he  would  not 
fade  away  from  politics  but  that  he 
would  continue  to  work  for  the  party. 

City  Clerk  Charles  Westerman 
nominated  Lebamoff  for  the  post, 
calling  him  a  builder  in  the  Democrat- 
ic Party.  City  Councilman  John 
Nichols  seconded  the  nomination, 
saying  Lebamoff  had  pulled  the  party 
out  of  chaos  during  his  previous  term 
as  county  chairman.  No  other 
nominations  were  made. 

Lebamoff  charged  that  the  state 
legislature  was  giving  Allen  County 
the  support  it  deserves.  He  cited  the 
fact  that  $500,000  needed  for  a 
community  corrections  center  was 
not  included  in  the  supplemental 
budget  that  passed  the  House  last

She  noted  that,  "Planning  should  be 
an  important  part  of  any  young 
woman's  life.  After  all,  most  women 
have  to  work  for  at  least  thirty  years 
of  their  life." 

She  also  added  that  the  center  has 
been  working  with  business  and 
industry  to  build  up  a  relationship 


He  called  for  the  Allen  County 
legislative  delegation  to  spend  more 
time  on  such  critical  problems  as  lack 
of  summer  jobs  for  youth,  poor 
housing,  tax  reform,  and  unequal 
treatment  of  minorities  and  women. 

The  mayor  reminisced  about  the 
accomplishments  of  his  city  adminis- 
tration. He  said  that  the  Democrats 
have  done  more  for  all  the  people  than 
did  past  Republican  administrations. 

He  called  the  City  Hall-City 
Council  good  and  commented  "how 
well  the  relationship  between  the 
mayor  and  Council  had  really 
worked." 

Lebamoff  was  last  elected  county 
chairman  in  1968.  He  has  been  praised 
for  taking  a  party  that  was  in 
shambles  and  building  it  into  a  strong 
organization.  Lebamoff's  accomplish- 
ments include  J.  Edward  Roush's 
victory  over  ten-term  Cong) 
E.  Ross  Adair  in  1970  i 
Democratic  sweep  of  all  but 
office  in  1971.

She  also  indicated  that  one  of  the 

biggest  jobs  of  (lie  center  was  to  make 
things  easier  in  registration  for  the 
woman  who  is  completely  confused 
with  registration  procedures.  They 
also  accept  the  responsibility  of 
running  interference  for  women  who 
have  difficult  times  in  getting  old 
credits  accepted. 

Actually  the  Center  for  Women  is 
of  significant  importance  to  the 
female  community,  because  there  is 
actually  no  other  single  existing 
facility  cither  inside  or  outside  the 
University  to  consider  the  total 
situation  of  the  adult  woman,  a 
special  student  for  whose  needs  the 
University  program  or  any  other 
program  has  not  been  designed. 

The  staff  at  the  Center  for  Women 
believe  their  program  is  unique  in  two

Even  though  it  is  considered 
a  part  lime  job,  she  is  usually 
swamped  with  phone  calls,  and  often 
has  two  or  three  women  in  for  testing 
each  week. 

Mrs,  Thorns  admits  that  the 
program  is  not  as  well  organized  as  it 
would  be  if  it  had  a  full  time  director, 
but  believes  in  a  few  years  it  will  be 
large  enough  to  operate  much  more 
fluently.

Kellogg  awards  nursing  grant 


The  W.K.  Kellogg  Foundation  of 
Battle  Creek.  Michigan,  has  awarded 
a  three-year  grant  of  $373,781  for  the 
Indiana  Statewide  Plan  for  Continu- 
ing Education  in  Nursing. 

The  Indiana  Plan  and  the  Kellogg 
grant  will  establish  quality  nursing 
education  programs  which  will  pro- 
vide Hoosier  nurses  with  easy  access 
to  continuing  education  in  new 
developments  and  advances  in  their 
profession. 

The  Kellogg  grant  will  be 
administered  through  the  Indiana 
University  Foundation  and  the  Indi- 
ana University  School  of  Nursing.

Collective  bargaining 

The  issue  of  collective  bargaining  for  university  professors  seems  to 
have  many  unanswered  questions.  At  least  the  state  legislature  thinks  so, 
because  the  proposed  bill  of  collective  bargaining  for  public  employees 
presently  excludes  professors. 

This  action,  or  more  appropriately,  inaction,  has  left  many  local 
professors  dissatisfied  with  the  present  state  of  affairs.  They  are  still 
confident  that  AFT  and  AAUP  forces  can  lobby  for  positive  action  in  the 
State  House,  even  though  it  is  felt  that  an  atmosphere  of 
anti-intellectualism  prevails  there. 

The  argument  in  favor  of  collective  bargaining  revolves  around  the 
fact  that  pay  increases  for  professors  have  been  half  that  of  the  increase 
in  the  cost  of  living.  The  professors  believe  that  if  collective  bargaining 
included  them,  the  pay  increases  would  be  forthcoming. 

From  a  student's  point  of  view,  one  would  be  concerned  that  if 
professors  are  included  in  collective  bargaining,  the  pay  increases  they 
demand  will  be  paid  out  of  an  increase  in  tuition  fees.  The  cost  of  higher 
education  is  exorbitant  now.  Students  can  not  afford  to  pay  more  for  high 
pay  increases  for  professors. 

The  issue  of  collective  bargaining  must  be  analyzed  critically  so  that 
it  may  benefit  professors  without  hurting  students.

My  best  girl  didn't  desert  me  over 
this  failure  and  the  walls  of  pride 
didn't  come  tumbling  down.

The  next  disappointment,  not 
quite  so  bitter,  but  nonetheless 
failure  to  earn  a  Medal 
the  Pacific  Fighting  of 
[.  There  would  seem  to 
Dugh  opportunities  in  the 
Marshalls,  Saipan,  Philippines  and 
Okinawa,  but  perhaps  my  instinct 
was  more  cowardly  than  heroic  when 
the  moment  of  truth  came.  Regard- 
less, it  was  a  bitter  pill  to  swallow, 
particularly  after  all  the  letters  sent 
home  concerning  heroic  (imaginary) 
achievement. 

Those  two  failures  were  block- 
busters but  in  retrospect  they  were 
nothing  compared  to  the  most  recent 
devastating  disappointment. 

What  could  have  gone  wrong  this 
time?  It  would  seem  that  I  would  have 
been  a  lead  pipe  cinch. 

I  have  known  Gerald  Warren, 
White  House  deputy  press  secretary, 
for  over  15  years  and  he  never  cared 
for  me  particularly.  I  have  known 
other  people  in  and  around  the  White 
House  and  the  association  never  has 
been  what  you  might  call  chummy. 
With  that  background,  how  in  the 
world  could  I  have  been  left  off  the 
White  House  official  "Enemies  List." 
I  feel  cheated,  ignored,  discriminated 
against.  The  men  close  to  President 
Nixon  picked  575  enemies  for  Intenial 
Revenue  Service  "dirty  tricks"  and  I 
couldn't  even  qualify  as  No.  575.

Army  reflects  low 
morale  of  country

For  the  sixth  consecutive  month 
since  the  draft  ended,  the  Army  has 
fallen  substantially  short  of  its 
recruitment  goals.  Of  those  who  did 
volunteer  in  July,  34  per  cent  were 
black-a  figure  which,  not  entirely  by 
coincidence,  approximates  the  rate  of 
unemployment  among  black  teen- 
agers. The  proportion  of  recruits  with 
low  intelligence  scores  rose  to  31  per 
cent  in  July,  compared  with  a 
projected  limit  of  18  per  cent. 

One  needn't  accept  the  view  that 
the  all-volunteer  army  has  been  a 
"disaster"-the  hasty  conclusion  of 
many,  including  all  who  prefer 
compulsion  on  principle-to  realize 
that  there  is  a  problem.  Presumably 
there  is  some  level  of  pay  that  will 
attract  enough  numbers.  Relatively 
high  pay  is  one  of  the  inducements 
that  get  us  rangers  to  parachute  into 
forest  fires  and  police  to  work  on 
bomb  squads.  If  the  Air  Force  is 
attracting  more  volunteers  than  it 
needs  (which  it  is),  while  the  Army 
combat  divisions  a^e  running  short, 
then  Army  infantry  pay  might  be 
increased  to  compensate  for  the  belief 
that  the  work  there  is  more  difficult  or 
dangerous  (or  boring)  than  in  the  Air 
Force.  The  higher  level  of  pay  or 
benefits  would  tend  by  itself  to  attract 
a  higher  caliber  of  young  men,  but 
there  should  also  be  a  differential  for 
skill,  education,  or  ability:  If  high 
school  dropouts  and  skilled  mechan- 
ics start  at  the  same  bottom  rung,  we 
should  not  be  surprised  that  we  get 
many  dropouts  and  not  eno1 
mechanics.    Scholarships    could

Last  summer  the  Russian  Nationals  were  supposed  to 
play  "Booby  Orr,"  as  they  call  him,  and  some  other  NHL 
All-Stars  in  Canada.  But  the  Soviets  created  a  few  minor 
hassles  and  declined  to  make  the  trip. 

However  it  appears  very  likely  that  sometime  next  fall 
the  greatest  sports  spectacle  of  all  time  (in  my  opinion)  will 
finally  take  place. 

And  do  the  Soviets  think  they  are  going  to  triumph? 

As  you  might  guess,  the  Soviets  know  they  are  going  to 
conquer.  The  way  they  have  it  figured  is  this:  the  NHL  may 
have  "Booby  Orr"  (whom  they  have  seen  on  American 
television  and  of  whom  they  are  scared  to  death)  and  a  few 
other  top-rate  skaters,  but  overall  the  CCCRs  have  the  edge 
in  depth,  precision,  and  teamwork. 

The  Russian  Nationals  have  one  sizable  weakness- 
defense.  Their  defensemen  are  not  overly  quick  and  agile, 
and  are  (as  of  now)  rather  slow  in  picking  up  the  play.  But 
they've  got  many  months  to  improve,  and  undoubtedly 
improve  they  will. 

In  past  years  players  on  the  Soviet  squad  sported  short 
haircuts  (with  no  hint  of  sideburns)  and  drab  clothing.

BILL  ORWIG  VISITS  IU-PU 

Indiana  University  athletic  director  Bill  Orwig  paid  a 
visit  of  Indiana-Purdue  Thursday  afternoon  and  met  for  two 
hours  with  campus  administrators  and  faculty.  His  main 
concern  was  the  gathering  of  information  on  the  IU-PU 
athletics  program. 

The  campus  sports  set-up  was  explained  to  him,  and  he 
received  pertinent  athletic  budget  and  policy  material  to 
examine.  He  appeared  favorably  impressed  with  the 
development  of  the  Indiana-Purdue  athletic  program,  but 
obviously  at  that  time  could  make  no  promises  of  future  aid 
from  Bloomington. 

Dr.  Edwin  Leonard,  chairman  of  the  IU-PU  Joint 
Athletic  Committee,  told  Orwig:  "We  fee)  we  are  the  most 
advanced  regional  campus  school  in  athletics."  Leonard 
added  that  one  of  the  major  problems  has  been  to  establish 
a  respected  identity  for  Indiana-Purdue. 

And  therein  lies  perhaps  the  greatest  problem  facing 
Indiana-Purdue  in  continuing  the  rapid  development  of  I 
campus  athletics:  the  other  Indiana  regional  campuses  are 
behind  this  campus'  pace.  Some  of  them  are  woefully 
behind  in  some  areas. 

If  we  are  to  receive  support  from  the  parent  campus, 
the  other  Indiana  campuses  will  likely  have  to  be  included 
as  well.  And  if  they  don't  show  the  right  qualifications,  then 
simply  no  school  will  receive  any  support. 

Another  possible  drawback  was  offered  by  Orwig,  "You 
have  two  schools,  Indiana  and  Purdue,  involved  in  the 
situation,  "  he  said. 

But  at  least  an  interest  has  been  shown  by  the  Indiana 


NAIA-affiliated  squads." 

The  question  of  women's  athletics  was  brought  up 
during  the  meeting.  "Presently  there  is  no  support  for 
women's  facilities  and  programs  at  Indiana  or  Purdue 
(parent  campuses).  And  there's  a  lot  of  pressure  being 
applied,"  Orwig  commented.  He  then  strongly  offered  his 
stand  on  the  matter.  "The  more  initiative  you  can  take  to 
get  women  involved,  the  better  off  you  are.  If  the 
intercollegiate  athletics  for  men  are  good,  then  they  should 
be  good  for  women,"  he  said. 

Orwig  plans  to  visit  the  other  Indiana  regional 
campuses  in  the  near  future  and  continue  his  fact-gathering 
mission.  Hopefully  he  will  be  pleased  with  what  he  finds  and 
will  pursue  the  matter  of  regional  sports  further.
